Wolfson mercantile store in the mid­ 
dle of the business block, is believed 
to have been caused by an overheat­ 
ed stove, but this had not been defin­ 
itely determined today. 
No one was 
in the store at the time. 
The injured are: 
Walter Moore, 33, chief of the Pop­ 
lar Bluff fire department, serious cuts 
about the head and body. 
Barney Leiumkuehler, 27, of Poplar 
Bluff, internal 
injuries 
and lacera­ 
tions. 
Letter 
Williams, 
17, high school 
boy of Dexter, and a member of the 
voluntter fire department there, la­ 
cerations of his body and legs. 
All the firtmon were injured w'hen 
a brick wall of the Citizens’ Savings 
bank fell, after the fire had gutted 
the building. 
The men were caught 
in the debris and hurled to the earth, 
but rescue 
workers 
dug them 
ow, 
quickly. 
A fter being given emergen­ 
cy 
treatm ent 
by Puxico physicians 
they were rushed on a special train 
to Poplar Bluff for medical treatment. 
Buildings destroyed include:

zens State Bank,

postoffice. 
White Drug Store, Burris Drug Store, 
Slavens’ barbershop,

Cafe,

Without a fire department, the cit­ 
izens of the 
town 
were unable 
to 
check the flames, and soon after the 
fire was discovered a call was put in 
for departments at! Poplar Bluff 
and 
Dexter. The Poplar Bluff department 
responded with a pumping equipment 
and Dexter sent a quota of firemen. 
The outside departments arrived in 
time to save two buildings, one 
at 
each end of the block—the Hickman- 
White Store Co., the largest building 
in the town, and the Fitz Mercantile 
Store Co., which is at the west end of 
the block, 
near the Frisco railroad 
station. 
The fire, originating in the rear of 
the Wolfson store, spread rapidly 
in 
both directions, flames eating 
their 
way from this building to the postof- 
ftce on the east and the grocery store 
on the west. 
When the fire department from the 
other two towns arrived, the flames 
had spread to a number of adjoining 
buildings, and after a few attempts 
to save these, the firemen concentrat­ 
ed their efforts to prevent the 
fire 
spreading to the end buildings of the 
block. 
The w’ater mains were inadequate, 
the power plant being unable to fur­ 
nish sufficient water, and a hose line 
wa-i run into a nearby pond to supply 
W'ater to fight the flames. 
The flames were under control** at 
an early hour, after several hours of 
work. 
Destruction of the telephone 
ex­ 
change, wrhich was located on the sec­ 
ond story of the building housing the 
White 
Drug 
store, disrupted tele­ 
phone service and all lines into 
the 
tpwn 
from 
adjoining 
places were 
down today. 
Pas.sengess from the Hoxie 
train 
on the Frisco railroad, w-hich 
came 
through the town shortly after the fire 
started, aided local citizens for a time 
in figting the blaze, the train being 
delayed for nearly an hour. 
Of the injured, 
Leiumkuehler 
is 
said to be in the most serious con 
dition. 
Physicians 
at Poplar Blurt' 
fear that internal injuries he sustain­ 
ed may develop pneumonia. 
The con 
dition of the others is not considered 
serious. 
Full extent of the damage done by 
the fire may not be learned for sev­ 
eral days, 
it 
was indicated. 
The 
ruins were still smoldering today and 
no efforts to check up on the loss will 
be made until later. 
Important rec­ 
ords in the bank building are belived 
to have been burned.— Cape Missour­ 
ian.

of the shooting

met him, shotgun in hand, and warn­ 
ed him to keep out. 
A quarrel ensu­ 
ed, during 
which 
Cole 
shot Epley 
twice, 
killing 
him. 
Cole 
pleaded 
self-defense, saying that he did not 
shoot 
Epley until he made a move 
as if to draw a weapon. 
No weapon was found on the body 
after the killing, but the defense a t­ 
torneys introduced evidence to show 
that Mrs. 
Epley, 
who reached her 
husband a minute or two after the 
shooting, 
had 
removed 
something 
from the body and carried it to 
the 
house and then a minute later return­ 
ed to the body. 
The defense stressed 
the assump­ 
tion that 'there 
had 
been a weapon 
and that Mrs. Epley had removed it 
at the time she removed other articles 
from Epley’s pockets a moment after 
the shooting. 
Cole in his trial April 
14, 1924, was found guilty and pun­ 
ishment fixed at 20 years in the pen­ 
itentiary.

Dexter, January 3ff.~-4cs. L. Fort, 
former circuit judge of the 22nd judi­ 
cial district, and for nearly two score 
years a leading 
attorney of South­ 
east Missouri, died at his home here 
Thursday afternoon of a heart 
at­ 
tack, a culmination of a year’s illness 
with a nervous breakdown. 
The distinguished 
jurist had bee n 
practically confined to his home for 
the past year, with a nervou* 
trou­ 
ble which physicians 
attributed 
to 
over work. 
Up to that time he was 
actively engaged in law practice, and 
even after becoming ill persistde, de­ 
spite the advice 
of physicians, 
in 
continuing a certain 
amount of I l ­ 
legal duties. 
His death closes a brilliant careei 
as a defender of law and order, 
the1 
many friends of the Jurist declared 
today. 
As a circuit judge of 
thi- 
district for 12 years, from 1900 to 
1912, 
Judge 
Fort 
stood for 
th« 
highest ideals on the 
bench and met­ 
ed out justice to law offenders in 
a 
manner which is pointed to with pri ie 
by his many friends. 
Born in Johnson county, 111., Febr­ 
uary IS, 1854, Judge Fort came to 
Dexter when a young man and 
first 
secured employment as a laborer in 
a local mill. 
Quickly seeing the need 
of an education, he set to work to ac­ 
quire and by dint of hard work soon 
r o s e ,. and after years of 
study was 
admitted to the bar, starting the prac­ 
tice of law when he was 
nearly 
25 
years of age. 
From that time on his 
advancement was rajrid. 
He serves! several terms as prose­ 
cuting attorney of Stoddard county, 
and through his vigilant law enforce­ 
ment 
won 
praise throughout 
this 
section. 
In 1900 he was elected 
to 
the circuit court bench serving for 2 
consecutive term-. 
In 
1912 
he was a candidate for a 
time for the Democratic nomination 
for governor, 
hut 
withdrew before 
the election at the request of 
hi- 
friends. 
He 
was 
also prominently 
mentioned 
several 
times 
for 
the 
Court of Appeals and State Supreme 
Court, but never consented to make 
the race. 
However, for the last 
8 
years of his life he was official 
re­ 
porter for the Springfield Court 
of 
Appeals. 
In 1922 .Judge Fori was appointed 
a special assistant attorney general 
to assist in a grand jury investiga­ 
tion of liquor law violations in Stod­ 
dard county, and it was largely thin 
his efforts that a wholesale cleanup if 
conditions was effected. 
He partici­ 
pated in all the investigations, work­ 
ed tirelessly, and friends say that his 
labor on this work was largely due 
to the breakdown, which came sou > 
after he resigned as liquor prosecu­ 
tor. 
Judge Fort is survived by his wi­ 
dow and six children, who are: Mrs.
